T the present time, when, 


A in practically every coun- 
try, some phase of the 


great Labor problem is 
being worked out, domestic af- 
faiys, as far as interest is con- 
cerned, tend more and more to 
become international affairs. For 
if the world is doing anything 
on this great matter today. it is 
surely collecting data, and 
seeking to discover the lesson 
that each solution or attempted 
solution has to convey. Hence 
a coal strike in England or a 
metal workers’ strike in Spain, 
or a: railway strike in the. Unit- 
ed States. are of much more 
than national interest. 
In no instance, perhaps, is 
this more 
than in the shipping strike, 
which, in spite of every effort 
ic reach a solution, has been se- 
riously impairing Australian in- 
dustry for so long. In the ship- 
ping strike in Australia an issue 
like that whieh underlies much 
ynrest in many countries has 
come quite definitely to the sur- 
face. It is simply this: Shall 
the government, which in a fully 
demoeratic country like Austra- 
lia simply means the people of 
Australia, compel a certain sec- 
tion. of the people to ‘abide by 
the decisions of the court of ar- 
bitration established by the peo- 
ple, or shall it permit that sec- 
tion of the people, if it does not 
agree with the findings of the 
court, to strike against the com- 
“munity for the purpose of en- 
forcing its demands? 
_ The issue is a peculiarly sim- 
tple one. In Australia, the peo- 
‘ple are supreme. 


they have absolute power at the 
polls to change it. Through the 
very simple means of the ballot 
box, they have it in their power 
to bring about practically any 
‘change, in any direction, upon 
which a majority may — agree.

This 
warning is sent out by the Califor- 
nia State Board of Health acting 
under advice from the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the United States Bu- 

reau of Agriculture. 

These preparations contain  sali- 
cyliec or boric acid in powdered 
form, the use of which products is 
absolutely unnecessary as preserva- 
tiyes, if proper methods of canning 
are followed. Furthermore, the Fed- 
eral Food and Drugs Act prohibits 
the use of harmful preservatives in 
foods. These laws’ are identical 
with those in “existence in nearly 
every state of the Union. Neither} 
tederal nor state laws, however, ap-! 
ply to foods canned in the home and 
consumed there. Housewives must, 
therefore, help to maintain the | 
health of the nation by refraining 
from the use of these injurious can- 
ning compounds. 





NEW HONEY BEE FORAGE~ DE- 
VELOPED BY UNIVERSITY 

Phacelia tanacetifolia (Sheeps 
Tansy), domesticated from the wild 
in a period of less than three years 
at the eXperiment station at the| 
University of California farm, Da- 
vis, is chiefly valuable as a forage 
for honey bees, it was recently an- 
nounced by the State University 
College of Agriculture. 

By planting from November to 
February at the rate of six to eight 
pounds per acre, an abundance of 
purple blossoms is said to be pro- 
duced attracting bees for a month 
to six weeks. The nectar, the sweet- 
ish secretion of the blossoms from 
which the bees make honey, flows 
all- day, it is stated, and ‘the honey 
made is amber in color and pos- 





sesses a wild pleasant aromatic | 
flavor. 
Characteristics observed durigg 


the period since 1916 include those 
of easiness of. growth, production of 
seed freely, strength of winter 
growth, and resistance to drought. 
Cattle and sheep eat it readily, but 
it is said to be too succulent. to 
make good hay and is trampled 
badly by stock in pasturing.

STATE SETTLEMENT BOARD 

Charles F.. Shaw, professor of soil! 
technology in the University of 
California, has been named examiner 
of all lands offered for sale to the 
Land Settlement Board of the State’! 
of California, it was announced at 
a recent meeting of, the Settlement 
Board by Dean Thomas Forsyth 
Hunt of the University’s College of 
Agriculture. Elwood Mead, profes- 
sor of rural institutions in the Uni- 
versity of California, is chairman of 
the board. 

October 1 has been named as the 
closing date for receiving offers of 
and tracts from 4000 to 12,000 acres 
in area, and November 1 has been 
announced as the day by which Pro- 
fessor Shaw ‘hopes to complete his 
investigations. 

Already 1500 applications for 
farms or farm workers’ allotments 
have been filed with the Land Set- 
tlement Board, of which one-third 
are from returned soldiers. Under 
the amended state act, other things 
being equal, soldiers ‘will be gtven 
the preference in the new land _ set- 
tlements,

purchase are announced by the set- 
tlement board as follows: 

l—Cash payment in full at the 
time of ‘purchase, 

2—One-half cash payment and 
the balance payable over a period 
of 10 years.of amortized payments.

cus. Later he helped to organize the 
first negro minstrel show ever put on 
in America, This show made a hit 
in the United States and later had a 
successful run in England. After his 
return to the United States Emmett 
joined a company headed by Dan Bry- 
ant. While playing at Mechanics’ hall 
in New York Bryant told Emmett one 
Saturday that he must have a new 
“walk around’ song for the follow- 
{ng Monday's performance. On Sun- 
day. Emmett wrote the music and 
words for “Dixie,” which was given 
for the first time in Mechanics’ hall, 
New York, in 1859, under the title 
“Dixie’s Land." The song was a hit 
from the word go, and was soon 
adopted by other traveling companies. 
In 1860 Miss Susan Denin sang 
“Dixie” to,a great throng In New Or- 
leans, and eventually it spread 
through the South and became the 
war song of the Confederate armies. 

In 1895 Al G. Field sought him out 
and the two had a happy time review- 
ing the past. Field was astonished to 
find Emmett still playing the fiddle 
and planning to go on the road again, 
although he was quite old. Finally 
Emmett induced Field to take him 
out for a season. He appeared in 
Newark, Ohio, on August 23, 1895. He 
was then eighty, but very vigorous 
{and spry. Ovation after ovation fol- 
lowed him as he traveled through the 
South, 

During his closing days he was 
helped by a weekly allowance from 
the Actors’ fund of New York. Little 
or nothing was done to mark his 
grave, although an organization had 
been formed for that purpose. Mr. 
Smith, however, put up a monument 
at Emmett’s grave in Mound View 
cemetery that is a credit to the man 
and to the donor. 

A curious story brought out in cen- 
nection with his song is that the orig- 
{nal “Dixie’s Land” referred to was 
not the South but an estate on Man- 
hattan island, New York city, owned 
by a man by the name of Dixie, who 
employed a large number of colored 
slaves. These slaves were sent south 
because of the rising abolition senti- 
ment, and while there they impro- 
vised the refrain “I wish I was in 
Dixie’s land,” which was once heard 
by Emmett and became the Inspira- 
tion of his song. However that may 
be, “Dixie” is always associated with 
the South, and had a part in the war 
fn France as a typical American pro-

Breast of Veal—Take a _ three- 
pound breast of veal, make a pocket 
for the stuffing and fill with @ne cup 
of chopped onions, one cup of finely 
chopped celery fried in a little fat 
tintil soft; add two cupfuls of. mashed 
potatoes, one teaspoonful of poultry 
Gressing, one teaspoonful of paprika. 
Fill the pocket and sew it up with 
string. Rub the veal with plenty of 
fat, salt and pepper it well and dredge 
with a quarter of a ep of flour. Place 
in a baking pan and sear over in a 
hot oven. Baste often, using a little 
hot water at first. Bake one hour. 


Cranberry fRoll—Roll out .a rich 
biscuit dough and spread with chopped 
cranberries. Roll up and place in a 
baking pan. Cover with one cupful 
each of boiling water and sugar, add 
a tablespoonful of butter and bake 
in a moderate oven one hour.

Experiments conducted at the Ne- 
braska Agriculture Experiment Sta- 
tion indicate that alfalfa produces 
more if attention is given to the 
proper time of cutting. 

Tests were made for tetal yields 
per season when alfalfa was cut two, 
three, four, and five times. It was 
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found that three or foar. cuttings,. 
depending on the season, gave the- 
largest yield for that section of the- 
state. 4

dexes for the proper harvesting’ 
time. They are the appearance cf 
the first bloom and the starting of 
a new growth at the crown and low- - 
er part of the old stem.

Experiments also show that get- 
ting hay into the stack or barn at 
the proper time means the saving’ 
of more leaves which form 50 per- 
cent of the value of the hay.

Rain or 
dew is more likely to cause mold 
in the stack than the moisture in: 
the plant. It is often better to stack:

1st this year, and, according to the 
roasterg, will largely have to supply 
the needs of this country and Bu- 
rope for the next 12 months. 

Last year’s frost, the worst ex- 
perienced in more than 'a quarter of 
a century, out of a total of 800,000,- 
000 trees in the Sao Paula district, 
the world’s greatest coffee produc- 
ing section of Brazil, killed 160,000,- 
000 young trees. More than 300,000,- 
000 mature trees were so badly dam- 
aged they had to be cut down to the 
roots.

On top of the short crop, the Ev- 
ropean demand for coffee has been
